natural events, and the ruin of that building had given 
to Amir Ali Sher by Sultan Hussain. Amir Ali sher build on

construction plan in Timorid style. In 1329. H. sh 
reconstruction of that buildings was started, but unfor 
tunately sadenly stoped and post poned. 

Recently the international project for conservation of 

Herat monuments in following that works and morever 
have been working to discover and reconstruct the bases 

of the madrasa, Khanaqa and tomb of Sultan Hussain. 

In the soon next reconstruction of those monuments 
will be completed and the main port of the musalas will ha- 
ve been shining a very exellently and attract the atte- 
ntion of scholars and visitors.

In 1366 67 Hq porches, interance door circular steps, 
ceiling with decoration and squer raof of the glorrious 
tomb of Gawar Shad's mausuleum was reconstructed 
and up to the high of one meter all around the building 
decorated by the mozaic brickes. The grave of the Shahru- 
khs wife Queen Gawar Shad Agha the patron of scienc- 
es and litratur and the graves of her sons and others Tim- 
orid royal family reparied. according to the advises 
of Ustad fikri saljuqi was put the tablets on those gra- 
ves. This mausuleum likethe inlaid crwon of thier buil- 
dings is a surviving example of that period archetecture. 

During the reconstruction of that buildings the plan 
fro reconstruction of the Sultan Hussain Mirzas' Mad- 
rusa was also prepared. ....... 

According to this plan some privit residences which 
were situated between the two eastern minarets of th-

Reconstruction of the Musalas. 

During the last handered years all site of the Musalas 

were the seemed as a rough land with different size of 

mounds. The mound were made from erth, peices of 
bricks, plasters and other constructional materials of the 
damaged building. 

According to the eyewithness of the elders: some rema- 
ins of those bricks werealso carried to the "Qutub ch- 
aq" (in North of Charbagh, centeral goverrnary office) 
for building a granary to supply weats and som. other gr- 
ains. That granary, still now is using for this perposes. 

When the trucks, cars and buses were come to use in 
Herat, the narow street which was built on the weste- 
rn port of the Musala near to old way there, become 

changed to a wide road, which was linked city with khiab- 
an and tomb of honored Maulana Abolurahmani Jumi (rh), 
and past throught the area between four minarets of 

Sultan Hussain Baiqara's Madrasa (fig 7). Their a smal 
yard, in the west of that road, between Enjeel stream 
and its conal (joy Shadi Bara), nex to the damaged 
Minarets in the west, used as grave yard by the people 
close to the intrance of this yard a smal room was built 
for the poors and travellers to stay in it during the 

rainy times. This room was built from materials of dam- 
aged buildings 

There in the granegard is a decorated tablet wh- 
ich is made from black stone, and people are believed 
that if some curd be fallen on that stone and the child who 
has get whooping cough lick the fallen curde, he will be 
cured verysoon. 

This stone which is reflecting the development of arts 
in Herat during the Timorid period in 9th century. H. (24) 
has similarities to the "Sangi Haft Qalam" (stone with 
seven tyes of calligraphy the tombstone of Sultan Hussain 
Baqaras. 

When Amir Habibullah Khan visited Herat in 1325 
H, He ordered and paid for reconstruction of the Herat 
relices as Masidi, Jam. tomb of Mulana Abdurahmani Jami 
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Dust Mohammad Khan blockaded that city (19). During 
this blockad Sardar shahnawaz Khan son of Sultan Ah- 
mad Khan thought that his grand father may watch the 

the condation of the city from top of the minareets of Mus- 
alas. because of this he ordered to shot the minarets cu- 
polas* by cannon from "Karambeg" tower, Karambeg tow- 
ers which was situated in the north of the city. By the 
serios shot of the great cannon named "Topi Zelzela" (wh- 
ich was made from very hard steel "haft joosh" by the or- 
der of Shahnawaz Khan) the mentioned towers and all 
the Musala's cupolas damaged and falldown. 

The barbarous destructions 
Of Musalas. 

The large scale destruction which was hapened there 
at Musaleis was consided to the close end of 1303 and 
begining of 1304, H. This intentionad forcibly destruction 

based on the colonizer's political perposes and their's ad- 
vising to Amir Abdurahman. The British advisors inis- 
ted that, after the pandjidi war, Herat is facing the 
threatment of Rusians attacks. They said to Amir that 
Musalas as the higher points will be the mark for shoting 
the town by cannon. There for Amir Abdurahman ga- 
ve an order to destroy the Musalas (21). 

According to the eyewithness of the elders, the the 
soldiers first cut out all the inscriptions of Ayati kura- 
ni Majed and then exploded all the buildings excluded the 
ten minarets they were isolated from the building all- 
ready. Gowar Shad's tomb which was very stead did 
not damaged. 

During the years 1314-1315, H, one of the beuati-Su- 
11 two cabenets minarets and a year later the Minaret of 
the southern angle of the Gawar Shads Madrasa had 
fallen down. On Manday, Ramazan 28, 1339,H, according 
to Jawa, 16, 1300, Hsh, Minaret of the Northern angle (22), 
in Dalwa. 18, 1329, Hsh, Minaret of the eastern angle 
had fallen down (23). 

But one minaret in the Nor the western angle of the 
Gawar Shad Madrasa, one two cabenets Minaret of Gawar 
Shad's Masjidi, and four other of Sultan Hussain Mirz- 
a's Madrasa (fig 7) with exalted tomb of Gawar shad 
remained. constructions also in some degrees resieved da- 
mages. 

The in formations suggested above will make clear 
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veded sons of Sultan Hussain defeated and they with 
their families left the inherited thron of his fother and 
they ran away. During that unrelentingly attacks, the 

army of Mohammadi Shaibani invaded the city and plunde- 
red the properties of the peoples. 

Mohammadi Shabani came to throne of Herat "at the 
Baghizaghan" in Mahram, 9, 912, H. In that times Mau- 

lana Abdurahim Sader who was an oppressor, atained 
an important rank at the court of Mohammadi Shaiba- 
ni. He asurped all the dedications which were belong to 

Musalas, and dealt them among his sons. 

By this action all activities there, like studying and 
artistic working were stoped. Teachers, students and 
other employeers were facing some difficulties and left 

there to live in other places. 

Aftr the fighting between Shaibanids and conquest 
of Herat by Ismail safawi all institution there one after 
other damaged, and Musalas were forgot by the rule- 
rs. But according to Istrabadi the writters of "Bahera" 
who had visited Herat and seen Musalas in 1023, H "us 
Masala's and Khanaqa's of Sultan Hussain were keept its 
dignity after the death of him for 112 years, but the acti- 
vities their and care for the reservation of the building 
were disturbed, later on when Abdurahman, Sader los- 

ed his rank after the downfal of Shaibanids rule in 
Herat, dedications and financial sources of the Madrasa 
reestablished, and also the activities there like teaching, 
preaching worshiping, etc started again. 

In that time there in the library of the Madrasa so- 
me scholars had been traslating and manuscripting importe- 
nt books. 

A school of art Handicrafts and calligraphy were estab- 
lished there and the students from the remains of the works 
by Jalal jafar said Ruhullah Mirak, Sultan Alii and Mir- 
Ali were terning arts and the calligraphy styls of Suls 
and Nastaleq. The painting of the flowers, "Aselemi", 
"Turunj Bandi" and gilding at the walls of the buildings 
there were inspirational remainds of art from the Timo- 
rid period. 

Other destructions in 
Musalas. 

From "Safar", 10 to "Zeheja", 8, 1978 for 8months wh- 
en Herat city was under the accupation of his nephew 
( and son-in-law Sardar Sultan Ahmad Khan (18), Amir 
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In that period Herat city was extended from the 
"Darai Dubradaran" and "Dahanai Kamari Kulagh" to 
the Hari Roud and from Puli Regena to the trans Bram- 
an. Some gardans, buildings, Musalas, Mosques, con- 
vents, kiosks, caravan seraies and shops were situated in 
that vast erea, and they looked like • the ring and be- 
zel. Also the Musala's buildings were shining like mlai- 
cl crown of the pride. 

Recently the International project for Herat preser- 
vation of Herat monuments removed earth from one 
port of the Musala. By This work some remains of the 
bases of the Sultan's Madrasa and khanaqa with the- 
ir some pilars unearthed. The reports of these discover- 
ies already published in "Herati Bustan" Journal, vol, 4,

But activities li- 
ke teaching. Scientific and artistic works, and feeding 
the poors were had been going on and Ustad Kamaludm 
Behzad with a large group of colligraphers, painters and 
book binders were busy for transcripting. gilding, pai- 
nting and binding of the valuable unique books in the 
Sultan Hussain Mirza in 912, fl. two Gayliver 

Sultan Hussain Mirzas Madvasa. After the death of 
and inexperienced sons of him, Badiuzaman and Muzaf- 
ar Hussain disputed on gaining the thron in Herat ca- 
pital as they had it during the live of his father. 

They issued coins and on those coins one brother 
minted his name on obvers and other on the revers. By 

this way they apearantly compromised, but this compr- 
omised was not heartily. In the result of their host- 
lity the political conditions of their Kingdom distrubed 
and in this situation, suddenly the army of Mohamm- 
adi Shaibani like the celestial evil attacked Herat city. 
By the firs* attacks of Mohammadi Shaibani, the imprg- 
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Amir Alii Sher by an order dedicated some prope- 
rties to finance those institutions. The text of the Amir's 

order is quoted by Ustad Fikri Saljuqi in "History of 
khyaban" 

Sultan Hussain Mirzas' Madrasa 
and Khanaqa: 

Khowndmir suggested in Kholasat ul Akhbar: 

Among the glorios buildings in Herat near to the Enj- 
eel stream were the Madrasa and Khanaqa built by. The 
victor Sultans court archetects. Each of those build- 
ings had the best cupolas, unique purches and high 
arches. Also an ass embly house and a nice tomb we- 
re built in the west of those Madrasa and Khanaqa. Sk- 
illed painters decorated that tomb with the colors from 
the mixture of lapislazuli and gold. 

Eight erudite scholors were engaged there to teach 
the studend. Those scholars had been recieving their sal- 
aries from the incoms of Amir's dedications to the Madrasa 
and Khanaqa. Also there were employers for preparing 
food for the poors every day. 

Honored preacher Mawlana Kamaludin Hussain had 
been preaching to the people there and he one day in eve- 
ry weeks had been inviting them for the tasty meal pre- 
pared there. (14) 

Ustad Fikri Saljuqi quoted the eyewithnees of his 
uncle Mufti Seragudin in his book "Kyaban": Mafti 
Saraudin had seen that Madrasa beforit damaging "Salt- 
an Hussain's Madrasa was the greatest building amo- 
ng the glo^ous muneument of Herat and was greater 
than of Gawar Shad's Madrasa. Northern and south- 
ern terraces of thes Madrasa in some degres were gre- 
ater and higher than that of Gawar Shad's, In the we- 
st of Madrasa were big arches one behind the other. Al- 
so The graves of Sultan, princes and other membe- 
rs of royal family had been seeming there. A door un- 
der the easterno arch was open to a sextuple hall and 
from this hall other door which was the intrance was also 

open to the east. At the north and south of this hall was 
other to door which they had the directions to the dormi- 
tories. Two graceful balconies uper and lawer was sit- 
uated in right and in left sides of interace arches, 
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the ground of mentioned bestowed land. 

According to Mir Hussaini Muamai the contemporary 
poet of Amir, the construction of this mosque was comp- 
leted in 867, H. The abjad words (c ^ b * n 
("is the date for the end 

of the construction of it Khulasta -u- Alakhbar is snggesti- 
ng about This Mosque: This gracefull Masjidi Jami 
with its terraces and stunding minarets both in the 
right and left side were decorated with golden color tiles 
and some lapislazuli. 

AMIR ALLI SHER'S DARUL HEFAZ: 

According to khulasat -u- Alakhbar: This Darulhefaz 
was built with the best decorations in the North of 
the Amir Alii sher's Masjidi Jami, walls and sieling of 
it had some drowings by dolden colors; some good so- 
und Qaries were reading Kurani Karim there. 

Amir Alii Sher's Dara Shafa (hospital): 

This Darushafa was built in the south of the Amir's 
Masjidi Jami, beside the other religues buildings loo- 
ked like the parachise buildings. In the yard of this 
Darushafa was a pool resemble to the Housi Kawsar (the 
poot paradise). 

Some doctors from iaside and out side of the cou- 
ntriy were helping the alls there and there was a 
supply of medicins. Those doctors morever than he- 
lping the ills they were teaching medical sciences to 
the students. Also Students from other regions appr- 
oacked there and they ofter learning religious studi- 
es and medical sciences had been reterning back to 
their countries. Students from Herat and their bel- 
onging distructs, ofter finishing Madrasa or Darushafa 
they employed in those institlions or in the others one in 
Herat. 
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gold and lapislazuli as so as other seven kinds of colors. 

Calligraphy, Painting and vaults of this mausoleum 
are unique in the world (fig 2,3,4), stile now those piec- 
es have been resisting against all natural events for mo- 
re then 550 years and serems lik the nice shining pri- 
de or a garden full of flowers (11). 

Madrasa and Khanaqa of Mir Alii Sheri Nawar 
These two buildings are located on the ground of Ka- 

shaki Marghan which was a port of the Musalas area. 

I his ground was given as a gift to Mir Alii Sher by 

Sultan Hussain. 

Construction and decoration of them completed in 
887, H (12). 

According to Amir Alii Sheri Nawai's in "Majalis -u- Na- 
fais" this place with pleasant climat was situated ne- 
ar to Enjeel stream in the North East of glorious maus- 
uleum of Shahrakh and Gawarshad. 

Amir Alii built his residence in one port of this 
place and his Madrasa and Khanaqa in other port of 
it on the ruins of Kushaki Marghan fortress. The Enj- 
eel stream was crossing the yard of those building. 

Two teachers in both easthern and western teraces had 
been teaching for each groups of 12 students the Islamic 
studies as Fique and Hades. 

As this madrasa which was a dedication of Amir-Alli 
Sheer there for had the name of Ikhlasia. From the versi- 
on of the words written by the contemporary poet of Amir 
it come out that the building of it was finished in 887,H. 

A chapter of Kholasatul Akhbar of Khowndmir is 
suggesting that at the opposit to Madrasai Ekhlasia and 
residence of Amir Alii Sher was situated a decorated Kh- 
anaqa. In that khanaqa some Sufi and teachers we- 
re busy to teach riligues and also some poors were feedi- 
ng there. Every years, 2000 pelisses, cloths, hats 
and shows were dealing to them. Soven Honored eru- 
dit scholors were engaged there for preaching reeligues 
to the people. All the necessities of them were prep- 
ared from the incomes of that dedications which were 
belonging to those Madrasa and Khanaqa (13). 

Masjidi Jami Amir Alii Sher: 

This Masjidi Jami (the grand mosque) was built by 
Amir Alii Sher in place near to his residence, on 
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the time as the chief of Qaries there (8). 
Mausoleum of Bayasanqar 
and Gawarshad : 

This Mausoleum was built by Mahdi Ulya for herself 
and for her family in 836,H, This exalted monument situ- 
ated in northern port of the Gawarshad's Madrasa. Rem- 
ains of this building is a good servived example of that 
time's archetecture, colligraphy, arnamentation and bohl 
works. 

Between this mausoleum and Madrasa was a big ga- 
rd, Some balconis and rooms for recidence of Hafizes and 
administrators. Outsid and inside bases of this building 
had a cubic shapes and a sylin deric structure with the 
tope like the hat of Darwish was built on it (Fig,l). For 
stability of this sylinder there were three cupolas built 
on the top. The surface of those cupulas were decorated 
with seven colors blazed tiles, but unfortunately the cupo- 
las damaged by snow and rain time to time. The struction 
of Darwish had was like (fools cap). 

Also on the suface spaces between the wicks of the cu- 
pula which was ornamented by blue and azure tiles was 
an inscription in kufic letters, the words written on it are 
ya satar-ya jabar. 

The roof of this building damaged during the destru- 
ction of Adustalas; but 30 years ago the pillars and so- 
me other remain ports of it covered by mud bricks to 
preserve them against more demaging. 

Under the struction of Darwish hat, around the cy- 
linder was written som Surai Mubarak in excelent Suls le- 
tters. The most ports of them vanished by the times past. 
The rest words are: 

According to the suggistion of late Ustad Fikri Salj- 
uqi in the book about "Khyaban", This inscription may 
had written by the artist son of shahrukh, prince Bay 
asanqar (9). This fact become clear from similar insc- 
ription of Masjidi Jami Gawarshad in Mashhad which is 
written and signed by him (10). 

The floor of this building had a squer shape and in 
each walls had purches. The cieling was decorated by 
very nice vaults with exellen drowings made from bric- 
ks and plaster. 

The painting material used there was mixture of 
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at, Erudite teachers like Shekh Shabudini Bustami Mili- 
aria Shamsudin Muhamad Beni Ohad were teaching 'in th- 
at holy Madrasa, and a library full of books on verious 
lields was prepared for the students and teachers. 

Also a hospital, pansion and alms hous built for resid- 
ent, travellers and poors at the one side of this Madrasa. 
This center was financed from the incomes of dedicated 
lands, gardens, shops and other properties by Gawar Shad 
(5). 

According to the great marble inscription which is wri- 
tten in nice Suls letters by Jalal Jafar: The construction of 
this Madrasa was started in 820 and completed in 841, 
H V, ™der the fcare of Gawar Shad and payment of her (6)! 

. Around four high .'minarets of this Madrasa " W a S 
Written Ayati Kuran'i Karim (Holy Kuran) an decorated 
with colored tiles arid an kufic letter inscription was pl- 
aced like *the belt around the lower port of one. of those 
minarets. This inscription dated 837H, come out from 
(Saba wa Salasa wa ^Samanmaya). Unfortunately this 
minaret was break down in 1329, H. (7) A stil arised 
miraret of ta taoi cmf ta hrd hrd hrd hrdl rc x fmboc rrcdoae 
miraret of that Madrasa at the angle of Fakhrulmadars 
building is a best master piece of archetecture, art of ca- 
lligraphy, Ornamintation, bulding, and lapidary of that 
period. For those inscriptions it become clear that the co- 
nstruction and decoration of the Madrasa was completed 
during 20 years. 

Gawarshad's majidi Jami: 

This Masidi Jami was founded in North East of 
the Gawarshad's Madrasa in 858, H. 

At the both right and left side of the central port of 
this glorious Masjidi Jami was built two high and deco- 
rated minarets with same inscirptions in blazed tiles wri- 
tten by Suls and Kufic letters. One of those minarets 
which is nown by the name Minari Doqafasa (two cabe- 
nits) is stil remained. 

Since befor completing of the Madrasa : Gawarshad 
was killed in a plot by Abusaidi Gorgani, there for 

the construction of it completed by Sultan Hussain Mir- 
za after he accessed at the thron. Sultan Hussain Mirza 
merever than completing the construction of -this building 
ordered to give some dedications to the administrators, 
Hafizes and other employees. of that Masjidi Jami. A1- , 
so he appointed KHwaja Hassan^ Ali the best Qari of 
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BUILDING OF THE FIRST 
MUSALA IN HERAT 
During the construction of the mentioned fortress 
in 818H, building of the first Musaia as the holy cen- 
ter Islamic studying was started under the care of 
Shahrakh. 

MADRASA AND KHANAQA OF SHAHRUKH 

Madrasa and Khanaqa of Shahrukh was founded in 
the Northern port of the Herat city on Khyaban, next 
to the Enjeel stream and near to the Ekhtyarudin fortress 
or Shahrukh new fortress in 813H According to "Matla- 
u-Saadain" which was written by Kamaludin Abduraz- 
aq (born in Shaban 12, 816H and died in 887) who was at 
the court of Sshahruhk (3): The construction of those bui- 
lding was finished in 813: and noticed that the Madrasa 
had a big yard, terrace high arch conected with the bui- 
lding of Khanaqa. Some book about Usol, Fur, Maqul and 
Mashru was colected in that Madrasa, Four erudite rel- 
igious teachers was coled there for teaching the students. 
For those teachers enough salaries had been paying and 
Iheir other neccessities was prepared, also Khaqani 
Said Shahrukh was took port at the inauguration of th- 
a t Madrasa. 

Oppointed teachers were: Honored Maulana Jalaludin 
Yosuf Obihi, Honored Maulana Yosufi Halaj, Maulana 
Nizamudin YarAhmad, Maulana Khwaja Nasrudin Lu- 
tfullah. 

The eldership rank of the Khanaqa first commited to 
Honored Shekhul Islam Khwaja Allaudin Alii Chishti, but 
later on commited to Abdurazaq beni Esaqi Samarqandi in 
867. Iman, Muazin and Waiz (preacher) were also op- 
ointed there. Financial sourses, and religions activetes 
related to the Madrasa and Khanaqa was in good cond- 
ation (4). 

MADRAASA OF GAWHARSHAD AGHA. 

Queen Gawharshad wife of Shahrukh was a blood, 
benign and scholar woman. She was the patron of poets, 
scholars and artists. 

In 820H. She paid from her own properties to build 
a madrasa near to the Khanaqa of Shahrukh. 

According to Khowndmir's Khulastulakhbar: This 
decorated Madrasa was thebigest and highest on in Her- 
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Herat-e-Bastan 



In local words, Musala mean place for praying and 
worshiping. So all residents and visitors had been praying 
worshiping in those glorious institutions like Masjidi 'Ja- 
mi, Madrasa and Khanaqa. There for those buildings be- 
came known by the name of Musala. 

When Amir Timur Gorgan (born in 736H, Started 
the conquests from 771, and died in 807 H) conquered Her- 
at in 736H, he destructed inside and outhide walls of 
the town to defeat the ristance of the patriots. During 

that event, he killed and captured some thousands of 
people (Relices of Herat, Vol, 1. 1309 H.P.77). Then for so- 
me years this town had forgotten by the rulars. 

After some years in 799 H (1). Amir Timur appointed 
his son Shahrukh as the governner of Herat and Shahr- 
ukh at very soon become as a independent rular of all 
Khorasan. He issued coins and his name included the Kh- 
otba (adreses ofter the friday prying). 

Shahrukh appreciated the climat of Herat, producti- 
ve land and talented people of there. Therefore he decid- 
ed to reconstruct this central town of Khorasan. 

After the death of his father in Rajab 12,807H) 
Shahrukh inherited all the Timurid Kingdom which 
was included Trans Oxiana and Samarkand (capital of 
Timur). He choosed the Herat as the Darsaltane (capital) 
for ruling over Khurasan. The best situation of This to- 
wn attructed him and soon he started 

wn attructed him and soon he started the fortifcation of 
its walls and repairation of the towers, fasels, doors 
and Bazars. The ceilings of The bazars which was bu- 
ilt by Ghyasudin Mohammadi kart (707-729,H.) and dam- 
aged after him, reconstructed with bricks and plast- 
er. Also its arches and Charsoq (intersection centre of 
four Bazars) reconstructed as the same was befor (2). 

When Sahrukh completed the reconstruction and dec- 
oration of the Bazars, charsoq and fortificated the to- 
wn walls, he ordered for building a great Qala (fortress). 
According to his order this Qala was built by stone and 
bricks during two years. One door of this Qala opened to 
the inside At the marging of the tower ringis a gracef- 
ull inscription in Muquli letters by blue and azure tiles, Ihe 
words in this inscription are: (Shadi Bad-Saadet Bad.) 

Recently this port of the tower is reconstructed by 
the lenternational project for preservation of the Herat 
monument^.

MUSALAS OF HERAT 



Peculiarities, situation, founders, 
dates, factors of destruction and 
Remains of them. 

Musalas are the portion of the glorious and elaborated 
monuments of Herati Bastan (ancient Herat). 

The buildings oi Musalas had been constructing one 
after another in the northern part of the Herat city du- 
ring the 9th century, or 600 years ago. 

The propose for their building was establishing a Ma- 
drasa (Islamic Studies center), Masjidi Jami (Grand Mosq- 
ue), Khanaqa (onvent), Daru Al-Shafa (Hospital) and 
Daru-Al-Hifaz, So for some centuries there were the centre 
for teaching, worshiping, dedicating feeding, and residence of 
students, pors and travelers. 

Dignity and gracefulness of them show the highly 
development of engineering, archetecture, lapidary, en- 
graving, calligraphy, tile works, mosaics, as so as the ski- 
ll of the Herat artists during the Timurid period. Also for 
today, the yemains of those skillful constructions learn art 
to the visitors and make them amazed. 
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
